Chicago, Jan. 12—When the Pro- 


sresshe nauonal committee was call- 
ed to order a telegram of greeting 
from Theodore 
Roosevelt, standard

from other leaderb, including Hiram 
Johnson, governor ol California, and 
Bull Moose candidate lor vice presi 
dent in 1912, and Albert J. Bevendge, 
lormer senator irom Indiana.

message irom Colonel Roosevelt read: 


"I send ,you ray hearty greetings. 


\V«, as a country a"e facing a great 
world crisis, in whieh for eighteen 
months 
this 
nation has fallen far 


short of its duty, both to its own peo- 
ple and to the law-abiding and justice | 
lo\mg natjons of mankind. 


"There is a crying need that we 


shall cast aside all purely partisan 
consideration, and disregard all but 
the vital issues affecting the national 
life, and shall strive whole-heartedlv 
for a sound Americanism which shall 
insist that every man who is within 
fiur borders shall be an American and 
nothing: else. 


"We must do justice to our people 


at home: we must insist that they 
have justice when abroad. 


"We must insist upon' the 
most 


Ihorongb-goinp preparedness to pro- 
iprl our rights against all possible 
attacks bv any aggressors. Siich pre- 
paredness is the best guarantee of any 
hcnorable peace.
